The suggested Co-opperative Agreement with ARRL provides for recognition | 
of QCWA as an independent international organization whose membership "can pro- 
vide a vast reservoir Of knowledge and experience for the benefit of all Radio 
Amateurs'', The agreement is to be considered by the QCWA Board at the Denver 
meeting. The agreement proposes that .QCWA will maintain liaison with ARRL and 
encourage its chapters and membership to participate in ARRL programs in matters | 
affecting the welfare of Amateur Radio. Specific areas of cooperative efforts 
will be developed as appropriate. ARRL will welcome the cooperation and assis- 
tance of QCWA and offer its chapters the benefits normally associated with an 
Affiliated Club. If approved, the Co-operative Agreement with ARRL will eliminate | 


This agreement could lend much more significant support to ARRL than has 
been possible with just a few chapters becoming "affiliated clubs''. At the 
same time it maintains QCWA's independence and precludes chapters pledging to 
operate "under the jurisdiction of" ARRL officials. Our members may participate 
in ARRL programs but participation will not be a requirement. We are anxious 
to receive your comments. 


We are looking forward to a very productive and progressive period for 
QCWA. With your input and your support we hope we can build interest in the 
national organization. Please let us hear from you..
